Stir  the  first  three  ingredients  together.  Cook  and  stir  these 
ingredients  to  the  soft  ball  stage.  Remove  from  fire  and  stir  until 
it  starts  to  cream,  (you  can  allow  it  to  cool  some  before  starting 
to  stir  it,)  Add  vanilla  and  nuts  and  turn  it  out  on  a  board 
immediately.  Be  sure  the  candy  has  cooled  before  adding  the  nuts; 
as  adding  them  while  it  is  still  hot  will  cook  the  fat  out  of  them 
and  ruin  the  candy.  When  the  candy  is  cold  cut  it  into  squares.

From  the  cheers  and  applause  of  the  nearly  seven 
thousand  that  bought  tickets  for  this  1965-66  season,  it  looks  as  if 
there  will  be  50th,  75th,  and  even  100th  anniversaries  to  follow  in 
years  to  come.  This  group  reaches  more  people  than  any  other 
member  group  of  the  Arts  Council,  excepting  the  Winston-Salem 
Symphony.  It's  amazing  when  you  consider  that  almost  every 
ticket  holder  is  below  18  years  old. 

What  is  this  amazing  group?  How  did  it  start  and  how  did  it 
survive?  The  story  can  hardly  be  told  without  saying  "Junior 
League"  every  other  breath.  Actually,  the  Junior  League  started 
producing  plays  for  children  before  the  Children's  Theatre  Board 
was  organized,  and  at  that  time  the  league  plays  were  almost  the 
only  live  children's  entertainment  available  here.  Since  the  formation 
of  the  CTB,  in  1940,  the  League  has  annually  presented  a  play  for 
the  board.  This  leads  to  confusion  in  some  people's  mind  as  to  the 
tie  between  the  League  and  the  board.  While  the  board  is  an  inde- 
pendent agency,  a  member  of  the  Arts  Council,  three  of  its  officers 
and  twenty-one  of  its  directors  are  Junior  League  members.  The 
board  is  entirely  a  volunteer  group,  which  helps  explain  League 
participation  since  all  league  work  is  also  volunteer. 

Back  in  1940,  at  the  actual  formation  of  the  CTB,  three  main 
groups  were  relived:  school  personnel — both  teachers  and  principals, 
parents,  and  Junior  Leaguers.  The  schools  were  overrun  with 
traveling  troupes.  Dog  shows,  marionettes,  science  'circuses'  and 
the  like  all  came  to  town  and  wanted  to  perform  in  all  the  schools. 
Parents  were  beseiged  with  pleas  for  a  nickel,  dime,  or  quarter  to 
see  some  show  and  often  didn't  approve  of  the  type  of  entertainment 
being  offered.  Teachers  had  problems  interrupting  their  classes. 
Some  of  these  shows  were  good;  some  bad.  The  school  administration 
became  concerned,  and  the  PTA's  became  interested.  Meanwhile, 
the  Junior  League  was  annually  presenting  their  plays  which  they 
had  carefully  selected  as  fine  plays  for  children  to  see.  There 
needed  to  be  a  type  of  clearing  house  where  entertainment  groups 
could  apply  if  they  wished  to  be  seen,  where  criteria  for  productions 
could  be  set  up  and  used  effectively,  where  parents  could  be  sure 
no  money  was  being  made  at  the  expense  of  their  children. 

With  a  push  by  the  Junior  League,  the  school  officials  and  the 
PTA  joined  with  league  members  to  set  up  the  Children's  Theater 
Board  and  installed  Mr.  W.  L.  Wharton  as  its  first  president.  From 
the  outset  it  has  been  a  cooperative  effort  as  with  many  of  the 
League's  endeavors.  Also,  as  with  many  of  the  community  efforts 
the  League  has  entered,  much  help  was  given  to  sustain  the 
Children's  Theatre  Board — financial  aid,  volunteer  service,  know- 
how,  and  a  leading  spirit.  Sustenance  is  today,  and  for  the  past  25 
years,  given  in  the  production  of  the  League  play  each  year,  which 
each  year  is  the  favorite  for  the  local  children. 

Today  the  Children's  Theatre  Board  offers  three  series  for 
children:  Children's  Theater  for  kindergarten  through  third  grade, 
Adventure  Theatre  for  fourth  through  sixth  grades,  and  Theatre 
'66  for  junior  and  senior  high  students.  It  will  give  63  productions 
and  provide  the  manpower  for  backstage  and  the  auditorium.  It  is 
a  tremendously  working  organization  with  a  budget  of  almost 
$17,000,  spent  mostly  on  bringing  the  best  possible  entertainment  to 
the  children.  The  Junior  League  is  proud  to  have  a  helping  hand 
in  this  wonderful  example  of  League  plus  community  effort. 

In  1940,  the  first  season  for  the  newly  formed  Children's  Theatre 
Board,  productions  were  held  at  Reynolds  Auditorium.  Sets  had 
to  be  huge,  backstage  ropes  and  pulleys  were  hard  to  manage,  the 
dressing  rooms  were  tiny  and  cold,  and  out  front  were  about  two 
thousand  children  screaming.  What  a  howl!  Those  conditions  will 
never  be  forgotten.  (The  screaming  is  still  present  at  the  Community 
Center,  just  not  as  loud  from  the  420  there  as  the  2,000  at  Reynolds). 
During  the  war,  performances  were  held  at  the  three  existing  high 
schools — Reynolds,  Gray,  and  Hanes — to  cut  down  on  the  trans- 
portation fees  for  the  children.  There  were  also  years  when  the 
board  and  the  League  trouped  their  plays  to  different  schools.  This 
was  especially  hard  for  the  actors  with  much  time  consumed  and 
relatively  few  children  reached.  Their  stages  have  not  always  been 
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restricted  to  Winston-Salem.  In  1933  Peter  Pan  was  produced  in 
Roanoke,  Virginia  (here  in  1932);  in  1934  Secret  Garden  was 
presented  in  Charlotte  as  well  as  here;  and  in  1936  Baltimore, 
Maryland  also  saw  The  Stay  At  Home  Rebel.  The  League  plays 
were  not  a  part  of  the  Children's  Theatre  program  at  that  time. 

There  seem  to  be  few  tricks  of  the  stage  that  the  Junior 
League  'troupers'  can't  conquer.  Peter  Pan  has  flown  across  the 
stage  in  three  separate  years,  Alice  of  Wonderland  has  fallen  into 
a  hole,  animals  have  been  used  on  stage,  make-up  has  extended 
noses  and  chins,  and  costumes  have  extended  stomachs,  genies 
have  appeared  from  lamps,  and  chickens  have  roasted  over  onstage 
fires. 

Any  league  member  who  has  ever  taken  a  part  in  the 
presentation  of  even  one  of  the  many  productions  for  Children's 
Theater  will  probably  never  forget  those  experiences.  Along  with 
the  hard  work  comes  the  greatest  satisfaction  and  the  applause, 
laughter  and  cheers  from  out  front  somehow  seem  to  make  it  all 
worthwhile.  That  is  bound  to  include  almo.st  everyone  reading  this 
newssheet,  so  let's  all  join  in  celebrating  this,  the  25th  anniversary 
of  the  Children's  Theater  Board!

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Christmas  In  Salem 
In  The 
Early  Days

Christmas  in  Salem  in  the  early  days  was  different  from  our 
often  commercialized  celebration  of  the  present.  There  were  no 
gay  decorations  to  be  bought  in  the  stores,  no  newspaper,  radio  and 
television  emphasis  on  the  buying  of  gifts.  As  we  study  the  entries 
in  the  Moravian  Church  diaries  we  can  piece  together  the  customs 
of  those  by-gone  days.  We  read,  "21st  Nov.  1804.  The  Sisters  in  the 
Girls'  Anstalt  asked  this  year  for  the  Conference  room  for  their 
Christmas  putz  and  presents,  because  their  rooms  are  too  small.  No 
objections."  We  can  picture  the  girls  dividing  their  spare  time 
between  arranging  the  Uttle  figures  in  the  nativity  scene  and  mak- 
ing simple  gifts.  At  home  we  can  imagine  Mother  making  a  corn- 
stalk doll  for  little  Anna  Maria  or  Father  whittling  a  whistle  or 
small  toy  for  son  Johannes,  but  we  can  be  sure  the  emphasis  was 
not  on  this  aspect  of  Christmas  but  on  the  religious  celebration  of 
the  birthday  of  Jesus.  In  1754  we  find  this  entry: 
"On  Dec.  24th  we  kept  the  nativity  night  watch 
and  observed  the  25th  of  Dec.  also."  From  this  it 
sounds  as  though  the  emphasis  was  on  the  Christ- 
mas Eve  service  rather  than  on  the  Christmas 
day,  but  Dec,  1772,  after  mention  is  made  of  the 
Christmas  Eve  services,  the  diary  says,  "Christmas 
Day  at  9  a.m.  the  congregation  met  for  the  Litany 
and  the  Hymn  of  Praise  to  the  Son,  at  ten  Br. 
Tiersch  preached  the  Christmas  Gospel.  In  the 
afternoon  there  were  services  for  the  children; 
then  first  the  Married  People  and  the  Widowed 
Choirs,  then  the  Single  Brethren,  and  finally  the  Single  Sisters.  In 
the  evening  service  for  the  entire  congregation  there  was  choir  mu- 
sic, and  a  Christmas  sermon  . . .  the  day  closed  with  the  evening 
blessing."  Anyone  who  has  tried  to  get  children  ready  for  an  eleven 
o'clock  service  on  Christmas  morning  will  realize  that  the  children 
of  the  Colonial  times  could  not  have  had  the  many  toys  to  distract 
them  that  ours  do  today  if  their  parents  were  able  to  get  them  to  a 
nine  o'clock  service  and  then  back  in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 
As  we  note  the  amount  of  time  spent  in  church  by  the  different 
members  of  the  family,  we  realize  there  was  not  much  time  left 
when  the  whole  family  could  get  together  for  a  family  gathering. 
They  viewed  the  whole  church  as  one  big  family. 

Going  back  to  one  of  our  earliest  records  of  Christmas  in 
Bethabara  before  the  Moravians  came  to  Salem,  we  find  this  entry 
December  1760.  "On  Christmas  day  the  English  children  from  the 
mill  came  to  see  our  decorations;  they  were  so  poorly  clad  that  it 
would  have  moved  a  stone  to  pity.  We  told  them  why  we  rejoiced 
like  children  and  gave  to  each  a  piece  of  cake.  In  Bethania  Br. 
Ettwein  held  a  Lovefeast  for  24  children  and  at  the  close  of  the 
service  each  received  a  pretty  Christmas  verse  and  a  ginger  cake, 
the  first  they  had  ever  seen."  Time  and  thought  was  given  to  the 
Christmas  decorations,  even  though  no  mention  is  made  of  a 
Christmas  tree.  The  giving  of  Christmas 
verses  was  continued  for  many  years.  The 
preparing  of  special  food  for  Christmas  was 
of  such  importance  that  the  girls  of  the 
family  stayed  home  from  school  the  day  the 
Christmas  baking  was  done.  We  can  imagine 
the  fragrant  aroma  which  filled  the  homes 
when  the  girls  helped  their  mothers  to  roll 
out  those  cookies  which  had  to  be  made  so 
thin  to  conserve  the  precious  sugar  and  the 
hard-to-get  spices. 

We  know  that  the  use  of  candles  in  the 
Christmas  service  was  started  in  1747  by  a 
young  Moravian  minister  in  Germany.  We 
find  them  first  mentioned  here  when  the 
Bethabara  diary  states,  "1762,  Br.  Graff  held  a  Lovefeast  for  the 
children,  who  at  its  close  received  lighted  wax  tapers."  It  also  states 
that  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  and  Bethania  were  awakened 


by  music  on  Christmas  morning.  Now  the  congregation  are  awaken- 
ed by  music  only  at  Easter. 

Many  of  us  have  thought  of  coffee  as  being  traditional  with 
Lovefeasts,  but  we  read  in  the  diary  "4th  Dec.  1787.  At  Christmas 
coffee  is  to  be  served  instead  of  tea  as  u.sed  to  be  the  ca.se."  The 
Church  Fathers  must  have  gone  back  to  the  use  of  tea,  because 
December,  1801,  we  find  this  amusing  entry:  "There  have  been  fre- 
quent complaints  about  the  quality  of  the  tea  that  is  served  at 
Lovefeasts.  Up  to  now  Souchon  and  Bohea  were  taken.  Br.  (Brother) 
Kreuser  (the  storekeeper)  promised  to  buy  the  rest  of  this  tea  and 
deliver  instead  Hyson  tea  for  low  price.  If  Sr.  (Sister)  Joh.  Krause 
vvoulfl  take  over  the  brewing  of  the  tea  for  lovefeasts,  these  com- 
plaints should  be  stopped." 

The  forerunner  of  our  Christmas  pageants  were  the  evenings 
of  recitations.  In  1803  we  find  this  notation.  "The  school  children 
have  a  pretty  illumination  in  their  school  rooms  and  on  two  eve- 
nings gave  a  program  of  recitations  in  German  and  English  con- 
cerning the  birth  of  the  Savior,  interspersed  with  vocal  and  in.stru- 
mental  music."  The  illumination  was  a  box  with  a  candle  in  it  and 
a  picture  in  the  front  —  probably  of  the  nativity  at  Christmas. 

Second  Christmas  also  had  special  services.  We  find  Dec.  26, 
1770,  "3  sessions  were  devoted  to  the  reading  of  the  Nachrichten  (the 
manuscript  Moravian  Church  newspaper  of  the  period)  ...  at  1:30 
p.m.  there  was  a  meeting  with  an  address  on  the  Text  for  the  day." 

In  the  records  we  find  such  entries  as  these  in 
connection  with  Christmas  —  "the  children  re- 
joiced over  the  birth  of  the  little  Jesus,"  and  again 
"at  both  sermons  a  happy  'Ave'  and  a  'humble 
Hallelujah'  were  rendered,  that  by  the  birth  of 
Jesus  Christ  He  becam^e  our  Friend,  Brother, 
Savior  and  Redeemer."  As  we  cross  the  Salem 
Square  on  Christmas  Eve  this  year,  and  see  it 
outwardly  much  the  same  as  it  was  in  those  by- 
gone days,  may  we  be  inspired  to  put  less  emphasis  on  the  gay 
trappings  of  Christmas  and  more  on  its  truly  religious  significance.
